An analysis of the pork production 
i- furnished by Dr. C. W. McCamp- 
bell, head of the animal husbandry de­ 
partment, Kansas state 
agricultural 
college. 
He says: 
“A great majority of the pigs of the 
country are produced in the spring of 
the year, and practically all of these 
spring pigs are marketed in Novem­ 
ber. December and .January. 
During 
the past year, the farmer hal* paid an 
average of $13.25 per 100 for his 
1919 spring pig crop, which means 
that he received $33 for a 250-pound 
pig that cost him $42.50 to produce. 
That is the situation that has con­ 
fronted the producer. 
“The consumer who bought 
the 
cured ham, cured shoulder^ cured ba­

$77.50. 
This 
$77.50 is paid for only 80 per cent of 
the marketable portion of the hog. It 
does not include the head, feet, liver, 
heart, etc.

Ninety dollars is a conservative 
estimate of the amount the ultimate 
consumer paid for the hog the farm ­ 
er sold for $33. 
This represents

that this is an unreasonable spread.

Officials explained that under their 
interpretation of the enforcement act 
culinary products in which alcohol is 
an ingredient can be made only by 
manufacturers of food products who 
obtain a permit form the government 
and that such products must contain 
less than one-half of 1 per cent

alcohol. 
They also state such prod­ 
ucts shall not be used or sold on the 
premises, and that this 
effectively 
barred the housewife 
from making 
Christmas foods with liquor in them. 
The regulations specifically state that 
the permits shal not be issued to ho­ 
tels and restaurants. 
Retailers do not have to have per­ 
mits to sell culinary products contain­ 
ing les- than one-half of one per cent 
of alcohol obtained from authorized 
manufacturers, officials said.

The Profits On Hogs. 


An analysis of the pork production 
is furnished by Dr. C. W. McCamp- 
bell, head of the animal husbandry de­ 
partment, Kansas state 
agricultural 
college. 
He says: 
“ A great majority of the pigs of the 
country arc produced in the spring of 
the year, and practically all of these 
spring pigs are marketed in Novem­ 
ber, December and January. 
During 
the past year, the farmer ha^ paid an 
average of $13.25 per 100 for his 
1910 spring pig crop, which means 
that he received $33 for a 250-pound 
pig that cost him $42.50 to produce. 
That is the situation that has con­ 
fronted the producer. 
“The consumer who bought 
the 
cured ham, cured shoulder^ cured ba­ 
con, fresh loin, and fat back that this 
250-pound hog produced paid at the 
average retail 
shop 
$77.50. 
This 
$77.50 is paid for only 80 per cent of 
the marketable portion of the hog. It 
docs not include the head, feet, liver, 
heart, etc. 
Neither does it include by­ 
products that sell for $11 to $14 per 
hog. 
Ninety dollars is a conservative 
estimate of the amount the ultimate 
consumer paid for the hog the farm ­ 
er sold for $33. 
This represents 
a 
spread of 200 per cent between pro­ 
ducer and consumer. 
“ Anyone familiar with the 
killing 
of hogs and handling of meat knows 
that this is an unreasonable spread. 
It is simply a case of excessive pro 
liteering in a particularly 
valuable 
food.’

that magic word "reservations," al­ 
though Germany has not

been 
invited to become a mem ber of the 
bague. 
Di th< 
United States 
the 
sam e word did yeoman service in 
preventing ratification of the treaty 
and covenant. 
Senator 
Lodge and 
his follower» had a series of "reser- 
vation»", but the one on which they 
were able to defeat the treaty had to 
do with Article 10. 
The reservation- 
ists by direct appeals to the timid 
and indirect representations to vari­ 
ous racial groups, based on the as­ 
sumption that Article 10 would in­ 
volve us in innumerable wars, were 
able to arouse sufficient animosit> to 
the league to hold up ratification. 
But 
G erm any’s objection to 
the 
league is based on Article 1 instead 
of Article 10. 
Section 2 of Artille 
1 provides as one condition for the 
admission of any nation "th a t it shall 
give effective guarantees of its sin­ 
cere intention to observe its interna­ 
tional obligations." 
Now, since G er­ 
many has accepted the treaty of Ver­ 
sailles with the reparations and in­ 
demnities demanded of her. the faith­ 
ful fulfillment of the treaty would be 
recognised as an "international obli­ 
gation" should that nation apply for 
admission to the league. 
But Ger­ 
man leaders say they can give 
no 
guarantees to carry 
out a 
treaty 
which is "unfulfillable" and for this 
reason they declare wnth the dogmatic 
obstinacy of Senator I>odge that they 
will accept Article 1 only with "res­ 
ervations." 
In another respect is the situation 
in Germany with respect to the league 
quite comparable to that in the United 
Stab s. 
Mr. Brown tells us that the 
opposition of the reactionaries in the 
Fatherland to the league is growing 
more obstinate every day. 
They be­ 
lieve it to be a tool in the hands of 
th* entente and are convinced that 
Germany would be handicapped in its 
effort« to escape her treaty obliga­ 
tions should she become a 
league 
member. 
In this they are correct 
beyond a doubt, but the German posi­ 
tion can hardly add honors to those 
in the United States who too are u rg ­ 
ing that we turn our backs on the 
league. 
If the American reactionaries 
are able to sway the new adm inistra­ 
tion they cannot escape the odium 
that they are rendering invaluable 
assistance to a defeated enemy 
as 
against victorious friends. 
Nothing 
would 
please 
Germany 
more than fur the Unites! States to 
reject treaty and league. 
It would 
mean for the Germans that the na­ 
tion that 
defeated 
them 
in 
war 
would help them to be the victors in 
peace. 
All that was fought for would 
then be lost.—Commercial Appeal.

O klahom a City, Okla., Dec. 2.— In

Indian allottees for 
the y ear 1920 will to til nearly $10,- 
000 for each mem ber of the tribe and 
children who have inherited oil rights 
because o f death of relatives. 
Such 
is the belief of officials a t the gov- 
ernm ent 
Indian agency 
here, 
who 
base their estim ate on paym ent of a 
re gu lar allotment in December. 
Bonus p a y m e n t s of $1,000 are now 
being paid to m em bers of the tribe 
as an extra dividends derived from 
past lease sales, the purchasers being 
oil com panies ami individuals who pay 
one-fourth the price of the lease at 
once with the balance due in three 
y ears at 6 per cent interest. The total 
being paid the U sa g e s a s bonuses is 
$2,225,000. 
There are now 228 original sh ares 
in the O sa g e Indian tribe, according 
to offices of Indian affairs, this be­ 
ing the num ber of U sa g e s and those 
adopted into the tribe when the rolls 
closed for this bonus allotment.
